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SELECTMEN’S FOREWORD 


e Tax rate in 1965 was $7.60 per $100, the same as in 64. But again 
we must stress the need for an outside appraisal of property values, and 
we urge earnest consideration of the possibilities at the March town 
meeting. 


e An additional way to better our financial position would be for the 
voters to approve doubling the present property valuations to 100%, or 
full market value, while cutting the tax rate in half. This would not 
affect the amount of taxes paid, so we recommend such a switch. Also, 
we understand, the school district should get a bigger share of state 
Board of Education funds if this were done. 


Comment: Present procedure works to Marlborough’s disadvantage. 
Every two years, for all towns where properties are not appraised at 
100% ‘‘fair market value,’’ the state must make a survey to determine 
the ratio between assessed and actual sale value. In the latest survey 
(as revised), involving Marlborough real estate that changed hands in 
1963 and '64, the town’s ratio, or ‘proportionality factor,’’ dropped 
from 54% to 48%. 


In this respect Marlborough is far down the list, in 138th place among 
the state’s 234 towns and cities. Exclusive of public-utility property, 
Marlborough’s gross assessed valuation is $2,612,175, or only 48% of 
the equalized valuation, which comes to $5,442,031. 


This means, for one thing, that the assessed valuation of our biggest 
taxpayer, the Public Service Co. of N. H., dropped from $324,700 
in 1964 to $290,500, or $34,200 less —~ with a corresponding tax 
loss of some $2,600. | 


e The way property records have been kept could stand improvement, 
and a good tax map — based on an up-to-date aerial photo of adequate 
scale —- would be a big help . Incidentally, do-it-yourselfers have 
presented Durham with a three-dimensional town map. If anybody’d 
like to do the same for Marlborough, please let us know! . . . Nearest 
thing to this being undertaken privately, is an historical map of Marl- 
borough showing original ranges and lots. If this works out, both the 
Historical Society and the town could put it to good use. 


e Meantime, a new 1965 edition of the town’s Inventory and Taxes 
booklet went to the printer in January 1966. 


¢ The prolonged water shortage was greatly eased by reactivating an 
old gravel-packed town well near the High School, disused for a dozen 
years because seepage of fine sand was ruming the pump. Water Works 
superintendent Pierce found a way to seal off this sand. Mason jars 
containing fresh cement were lowered, then broken so the cement could 
settle to the bottom of the screen and cure the trouble. This weil now 
delivers 65 to 70 gallons of water a minute — a welcome “‘extra’’ 
obtained at relatively little cost.

¢ State highway engineers plan to improve the junction of Routes 101 
and 124 by shifting it to a point partway up Engine Hill. This leads 
us to hope that — 


——- the state will agree to buy the old fire station (sale of which was 
authorized at the 1963 town meeting, proceeds to help pay off Municipal 
Building notes). 

—— this same heart-of-town roadside, at no expense to the town, will 
be made attractive through “‘park plantings’’ under the new Roadside 
Beautification Act which Mrs. Lyndon Johnson helped bring into being. 
John O. Morton, state highway commissioner, has allotted funds for 
the purpose. 

e Sewage disposal, house trailers and trailer sites, and gross violations 
of the new state junkyard law are of special concern. We plan a public 
hearing to focus residents’ attention on these issues. 


¢ Only two wooden town-road bridges are left; all the other have been 
replaced by concrete structures. 


e Titles to a few parcels of land need clearing up, to judge from old 
records in the county registry of deeds. We trust this can be done to the 
satisfaction of all concerned. 


e Other items worthy of mention, though the town was not officially 
involved: 1. Drive for funds to expand the Frost Free Library, a goal 
deserving widespread support. 2. Lions Club street names installed — 
with renewed thanks for a fine idea. 3. Civic Association members helped 
change the appearance of this town report, and were active in other 
ways. 4. A few folks left Marlborough but more moved in. A recent 
count shows 440 houses, 27 camps, and 5 trailer homes in town.

As school nurse I weighed and measured 202 students and checked 
their vision and hearing.

c. Summer ‘‘maintenance”’ eacrctes $1,118.05 spent in emergency 
construction of two new bridges, and $562.89 for the new Pine 
Grove Cemetery road. 


d. Besides the outside work credited above ($2,148.47), the road 
crew did other Town work worth $81.65, mainly for the dump. 
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Road Agent JOHN T. HAKALA reports: 


[am glad to report that, as in previous years, we were able to 
make permanent improvements here and there. These include: 


e New and broadened 20’-wide bridge over Shaker Brook on the Old 
Dublin Road off Route 124. This met state specifications obtained from 
Concord: On outside, two additional I-beams, salvaged when Canada 
Street bridge was rebuilt .. . two mats of %”’ tied steel rods, embedded 
4”" apart in Class A concrete, each mat having a lengthwise and a cross- 
wise layer of 20’ rods, 3900’ in all .. . roadbed 9”’ thick at middle, tap- 
ering to 7’’ at sides... . Open for traffic inside of one week... and no 
more expense in future, renewing rotted planks and timber. 


e Farther out Old Dublin Road, just beyond where Shaker Farm Road 
branches off to the right, a 20’-long concrete culvert, 4’ in diameter, 
with granite headers on both sides, replaces the old wooden bridge over 
Gleason Brook. Roadbed raised 3’, to eliminate a dip. For good measure, 
the 34-yard backhoe hired for this job dug a small fire-hole downstream, 
and snaked out half a dozen big boulders on Mountain Road near by. 


e On Roxbury Road, partway up the hill, an old stone culvert gave 
way to one of reinforced concrete, 32’ long and 3’ in diameter. Here 
too, the road was straightened for some 150’ and widened from 12’ to 
24’. Cutting back a steep bank provided enough fill for a roadside 
safety barrier farther downhill. Also, for some 300’ along this lower 
stretch, just above the bridge near the power house, the road was 
widened to 36’ (well within the right of way) and tarred. 


e To keep water from puddling at the Y at East Main Street and 
Roxbury Road, a catch basin, grate, and 12’’ culvert leading into the 
state drain were installed. And at the junction of Roxbury and Old 
Chesham Roads, we lengthened the culvert by 42’, so it would drain 
directly into the Minnewawa. Both changes were called for when Snow 
Diamond Products closed off the old toy-shop raceway. 


e Partly to lay the dust, two stretches of gravel road were tarred for the 
first time: 200’ off Pleasant Street toward Wilfred Lorandeau’s, and 
300’ off Water Street, beside the Whitney Bros. toy shop. 


TOWN ROAD AID (T.R.A.) for Class V Roads (see No. 71). 
This year’s appropriation went toward rebuilding an additional stretch 
of Old Chesham Road beyond Fred Hunt’s four corners. It will prob- 
ably take one more season to finish the job.

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FROST FREE LIBRARY CENTENNIAL FUND 


The Trustees report: 

Trustees of the Frost Free Library are deeply grateful for the 
gifts and pledges already made to the building fund that is to celebrate 
our centennial in 1967. With only one-third of the town canvassed, 
contributions totaled $20,000 by Dec. 31st 1965. This includes gifts 
from summer residents and from many descendants of the donor. 


Pledges and payments can be spread over 1966 and 1967, but the 
application deadline for a share in the 1966 government appropriation 
is March 15. This means that in order to qualify for such funds the 
library trustees must, by that date, have pledges or cash covering 75 
percent of the estimated $77,000 building cost. 


Any person who has not been contacted may send a contribution 
to the Frost Free Library Centennial Fund, Marlborough. Memorial 
gifts and bequests are always welcome and would be especially helpful 
at this time. 


In view of the great need for an adequately equipped library in 
Marlborough, one of the best architects in New Hampshire has been en- 
gaged and has prepared detailed building plans and specifications which 
meet with the enthusiastic approval of the trustees and of the Frost 
family.

Librarian CORINNE NASH reports: 

STATISTICS. In 1965, circulation totaled 10,320, as follows: 
Adult books 5,211 (fiction 3,044, non-fiction 2,167), juvenile books 
3,723 (fiction 3,035, non-fiction 688), magazines and pamphlets 
1,386. 


New books. We have purchased 240, with 35 more on order. State 
Aid money went for 74 children’s easy-to-read books and 9 reference 
books. We have been given 37 titles. In all, 395 books were added to 
our collection this year. 


Two books of early English history have been purchased with 
money Mrs. Wetmore Dawes gave in memory of Mrs. Beatrice Cooper- 
Ellis. Trustees voted to place the 1965 Science Year Book on our 
shelves in memory of the late Willis B. Pritchard, who was a board 
member at the time of his death. 


SERVICES. Library was open 150 days, plus 20 days for Story 
time (attendance 260), 9 days for summer film program (attendance 
190), and 4 evenings for Book Discussion group (attendance 40) .... 
The Marlborough Historical Society holds regular monthly meetings 
here. 


We loaned 1, 109 books to the school for classroom use. 


Books borrowed. From the State-operated Bookmobile, which 
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visits our library every 10 weeks, 1,279 books — 633 adult and 646 
juvenile. From the State Library direct, 89 books by special request. 


Borrowed from the Keene Public Library, for special displays 
and programs: 35 slides, 3 records, and 15 books. 


Film service. Thanks to public support of our Green Stamp cam- 
paign, the library now owns a 35 mm. self-threading Bell % Howell 
movie projector. The projector screen was the gift of Miss Mabel Ward. 


We put on 23 film programs — 16 at the library, 6 at school, 
1 at a local gathering. Of the films shown, 44 were borrowed, and seen 
by an estimated 980 viewers. In addition, 2 borrowed films were loaned 
to local groups, while 3 films belonging to The Horse Crazy Club were 
projected by request. 


Book Hop service. We are eager to extend this to shut-ins or to 
anyone who finds it dificult to come to the library. Just call your 
librarian for arrangements. 


New services for which additional gifts would be welcome are a 
Swap Shelf, or paperback book miscellany (circulation 301), plus a jig- 
saw puzzle collection, circulation 70. 


OTHER NEW DEVELOPMENTS. In an effort to improve li- 
brary service, your trustees have voted to join the Statewide Library 
Development System. Local rights will not be infringed on, and we 
may drop out at any time. We will gain catalog, purchasing, and con- 
sultant services. Also, when available, we will receive state money for 
books: common borrower's cards; and an area service center which pa- 
trons can use without charge. 


Library staff and trustees constantly seek ways to give more and 
better service. Suggestions are always welcome .... There has been 
a request for morning hours, and provision for such may be included 
in the next budget. 


Mrs. Robert Williams has replaced Mrs. Robert Bennett as assistant 
librarian. Mrs. Williams was local Girl Scout leader for 8 years. Her re- 
cent interest in 4-H has led to several interesting library exhibits by its 
Rocks and Minerals Club. Mrs. Williams has proven to be a most 
capable aid. 


Your Librarian has attended 16 of the 19 professional meetings 
.... Southwestern District Advisory Council of the Statewide Library 
Development System nominated your librarian as their first chairman 
.... Later the New Hampshire Library Trustees Association honored 
her with the title of Most Outstanding Librarian. Frost Free Library 
Trustees nominated her for this award. 


Their appreciation of my 11 years’ service is most gratifying. 
However, little could have been achieved without foresight and support 
by trustees and the public. I am proud to be able to contribute to the 
progress of our library.

The Commissioners report: 


We were faced with the problem of finding new leadership for 
the playground program last summer, as both persons who had 
supervised previously were unavailable. The amount of money we are 
able to pay and the relatively short period of employment make the 
jobs less desirable than others that are available. 


However, as a result of advertising the position, we were able to 
find Mrs. Harriet Marshburn to serve as the director. She is a new 
resident in the area and has worked in the field.of recreation at many 
levels and brought some new phases of activity into the program. 
The program was operated for only four weeks because of the late 
starting date. “Theodore Miner, Jr. served as assistant to the director. 


Total enrollment at the playground compared favorably with 
that of previous years, but there were many who did not avail them- 
selves of the opportunities offered. The commission members are in 
favor of continuing the activity only as long as it fills a definite need 
for the youth and will be alert to the trend indicated. 


During the late winter and early spring months Mr. Nelson con- 
ducted an evening program for adults, and those who attended were 
enthusiastic. This is a good opportunity for adults and we shall offer 
such a program again, but we feel that some minimum number must 
be established in order to justify spending the money. 


The commission has not forgotten the possibilities for making the 
Athletic Field more of a community activity area, but this will involve 
considerable expense-and we feel that this is not the time’ to ask for 
a substantial appropriation. 


Materials have been obtained to recondition the bleachers at the 
field, and we anticipate some work on the surface of the field: itself 
during the coming summer. 


We are grateful for the assistance given us by several individuals

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53 —- Cemetery Committee, 1965 


Chairman H. MARSHALL BUDD reports: 


The committee is pleased to report that all five cemeteries of 
town —- Pine Grove, Graniteville, East, Center and Esty —— have been 
mowed twice, once before Memorial Day and once in the fall. With the 
exceptionally dry summer, mowing was kept to a minimum. However, 
the sexton was able to keep the cemeteries very presentable. Lots under 
perpetual care were mowed regularly as long as the funds lasted. 


Some of the lots in the East and Graniteville cemeteries were re- 
seeded and a few sunken graves filled. Much work still could be done. 


The committee has seeded and landscaped several new lots in 
Pine Grove that are available for purchase. Several graves in the cemetery 
have sunken and need filling, so the sexton can mow without damaging 
his mower. If any community organization is interested in such a project, 
please get in touch with the committee. 


The committee has voted that the price of new grave sites will be 
$50 per grave, $25 of that amount to be placed in custody of the town’s 
Trustees of Trust Funds, the income to be used for Perpetual Care. 
In the past we have charged $25 per grave, with perpetual care optional 
at extra cost. Under this new arrangement all graves will be guaranteed 
the same amount of care. 


The roadside concrete wall bordering the Graniteville Cemetery has 
heaved because of the frost. It should be straightened and some sections 
need repair. 


To help avoid any mistakes, the committee asks that the sexton be 
consulted when new stones are erected or markers placed. 


Some residents have expressed a desire to purchase burial plots 
at the old Center Cemetery. A $400 appropriation to expand the ceme- 
tery for this purpose would be welcome perhaps it could come from 
the Charles C. Ward Town Fund. 


As chairman of the Committee, I wish to thank its members and 
sexton Clayton Wilcox for their services, also all others who have helped 
to beautify the cemetery grounds and memorials.

58 — Monadnock Region Association 


The Monadnock Region Association maintains a building of its 
own at the junction of Routes 202 and 101 at the Peterborough by-pass. 
This combination showroom and information center is staffed by a 
full-time receptionist-office secretary and an executive secretary who 
divides his time between the office and the field. 


Aside from fixed charges and overhead, the bulk of the money 
received is used for promotional work, and includes such items as 
30,000 Regionaires, 30,000 summer folders, 25,000 fall foliage folders, 
and tour maps, 25,000 winter ski and sports brochures and maple 
syrup bulletins. Four-season vacations are emphasized. Apple Blossom, 
Laurel, and Fall Foliage tours are publicized and posted in season. 


The Association sponsors 4-H activities, high school bands, the 
N.H. Philharmonic Orchestra, agriculture, industry, and the hotel-tour- 
ist trade. In addition, as occasion arises the Association lends its weight 
for better roads, better and more picnic areas, better hunting and fishing 
with protection to landowners, better forestry practices — in short, for 
all things that tend to make the Region more livable and attractive. 


Our exhibition facilities are open and available to anyone in the 
Region. The local public, as well as the tourist public, are welcome at 
headquarters anytime.

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Report of Principal of Maribcorough Schools 
‘To Roger L. Sundstrom, Superintendent of Schools: 


The following pages contain a short report of school activity 
similar to those submitted for the past many years. As I write it, I 
wonder what to include and what to omit for obviously space does not 
permit the inclusion of all that has happened of importance during the 
past year. It has been the custom to print this in the annual town report. 
Many towns people speak to me with enthusiasm about it while others 
condemn the practice as outmoded. 


I shall include in this one the usual items on enroiiment, per- 
sonnel changes, program, special activities, a word about the graduates, 
and such other items as seem pertinent. In the future possibly a new 
format should be considered. 


Comparative Enrollments in September 


I think it important to include information on enrollment to 
show the trend with some explanations as available.

Since September twenty-five pupils have entered our elementary 
grades and fourteen have left for other places. In grades seven and eight, 
six have come to us and one has left. The only changes in grades 
nine through twelve have been the new enrollment of two students and 
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the departure of an equal number. This makes a net gain in all grades 
of sixteen pupils since September. 


Looking from the upper grades down, there do not appear to be 
any signs that present enrollments will change drastically. It is not 
possible at this point to predict the future of our tuition student enroll- 
ment because of possible changes that may be caused by the vote on the 


AREA plan. 


Personnel 


Five members of the 1964-65 staff left our school in June for em- 
ployment elsewhere. Two of the five left the teaching field. All of the 
positions except one were filled by teachers with experience in other 
systems. 


Mrs. Addie Bell replaced Miss Donna Cimics in English, Mr. 
Paul Breckell became the Director of Physical Education and coach of 
Athletics succeeding Mr. Philip Nelson, and Mr. Robert Lammela 
was hired to replace Mrs. Marjorie Nims in Science. Mrs. Bell came 
to us from Claremont, Mr. Breckell from Ashland and Mr. Lammela 
from Walpole. Mr. Ronald Williamson, with experience in Johnson, 
Vermont replaced Mr. Ernest Levesque in Industrial Arts and Mr. 
Bernard Wolfe who had been doing graduate work at the University of 
New Hampshire filled the position in Social Studies and Science left 
vacant by the resignation of Mr. Richard Collins. 


The above changes were all in the junior-senior high school grades 
and all of the elementary teachers returned. Other members of the total 
staff are the same as last year and are listed on other pages of the school 
report. 


Program and Curriculum 


Our high school is approved as a comprehensive school by virtue 
of meeting requirements as laid down by the State Department of Edu- 
cation. These include a distribution of offerings in several areas to at- 
tempt to meet the needs of all students. Briefly stated, the requirements 
call for a second track program with subjects available in practical arts 
areas for those who do not wish a college preparatory program. Here we 
include the courses in the business field, units in industrial arts, units in 
home economics and general courses in mathematics, science, English and 
social studies. 


The new space which became available to us in 1965 has made our 
working conditions much better and we no longer have to seat study 
pupils in classrooms where teaching is taking place. Also the added area 
gives room for nearly all teachers to have a base of operations and elimin- 
ates much of the need for doubling up on facilities particularly in 
science courses. 


In September, a new mathematics program was installed in grades 
one through six. It was selected after careful evaluation of several 
available ones and is one that has been widely adopted. The change to 
modern mathematics can be very extreme or can be approached by a 
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more transitional method. The latter plan seems to be in favor now and 
our program follows that idea. 


The Rinehart system of handwriting was also introduced in the 
elementary grades in September and this program appears to be working 
well. It is supervised by a representative who makes periodic visits. 


Participation in the instrumental music program 1s increasing and 
under the direction of Mrs. Azalea Wilson a good foundation for a band 
is being built. Last May the group marched in the Memorial Day pa- 
rade and proved that progress was being made. This is a long range 
program and involves much building. 


We plan to teach art in grades one through six next year. This 
will require the employment of a part-time teacher but we feel that it 
can be satisfactorily arranged. 


Class of 1965 


In June we presented diplomas to thirty-five seniors, twenty-three 
of whom went on to some form of post-secondary training. Six entered 
the armed forces and six went directly to employment. Three of the 
latter six were married. This class had a fine record of achievement in 
many activities as well as being outstanding academically.

Athletics 


Our athletic teams have represented the school well. In addition 
to compiling won and lost records which have been well above average, 
the competitors have always made favorable impressions with their 
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behavior in public, their excellent spirit and their good sportsmanship. 
The 1965 baseball team won the Class S baseball championship. This 
was the fifth consecutive championship and the record will probably 
stand for a long time. Our over-all records are a tribute to the several 
men who have worked with the teams during the past years. 


We are also complying with the need to expand our intra-mural 
or informal sports activity and have run programs on this basis in 
several sports. Very many of the students who do not have time or 
are not sufficiently athletically competent to play varsity sports find 
satisfaction in the informal program. 


The girls’ sports program on an interscholastic basis in most 
schools has been eliminated at least in part. Whatever inter-school com- 
petition occurs is held in the afternoon and is not part of a strenuous 
evening event. This has resulted from encouragement by educational 
planners and the organizations such as the Women’s National Physical 
Education Association. This philosophy is generally accepted by our 
New Hampshire Association and by schools with whom we compete. 


Conclusion 


‘There are so many people who are responsible to some degree for 
the success of a school system that it is impossible to single them out or 
to group them for the purpose of expressing thanks. These persons 
range all the way from the most faithful full-time employee to the 
citizen who gives even occasional support to some student activity. As I 
conclude this report I will simply say that I am appreciative of all the 
support given me asI have tried to administer the Marlborough Schools.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 
‘To the School Board and the Citizens of Marlborough: 
I hereby submit my fourth annual report. 


The struggle to offer excellence in education while at the same 
time ‘holding the line’’ continues. As general costs rise, as teachers’ 
salaries are increased, as more children enter the classrooms, as new 
programs and services become recognized and expected by pupil and 
parent alike, school costs push slowly but surely upward year after 
year. The following three year comparison of per pupil costs illustrates 
what 1s happening in Marlborough:

This situation 1s by no means unique to Marlborough. Rather, it 
is typical of communities throughout the state and the nation. Good 
education costs money. To expect that an effective and expanding edu- 
cational program can be taught by competent teachers in decent facili- 
ties with modern equipment at a time when general costs are rising, 1s 
simply not realistic. The School Board tries to maintain a balance 
between what is needed and what the community can afford. This is 
no easy task. 


An examination of the school budget reveals that the major 
portion of the budget is allocated for instruction. As a matter of fact, 
this amounts to 63° of the 1965-66 budget. If we are in agreement 
that the basic function of a school is to provide instruction and if we 
agree that instructional services should not be cut back in the highly 
complex age we are living in, then it becomes apparent that the 
school budget does not allow for much significant flexibility. 


Although finances consume much time, they are only part of our 
deliberations. We are concerned with the implications of the Elementary- 
Secondary Education Act of 1965; the effect of Supervisory Union re- 
organization; how best to implement modern programs in mathematics, 
science, and the languages; the need for reviewing and revising teachers’ 
salaries; maintaining our buildings and equipment; providing teachers 
with the tools for teaching and students with services to enhance learn- 
ing. 


The aims of the school cannot be separated from the aims of the 
community any more than the idea of a good education can be differ- 
entiated from the idea of a good life. As long as there is confusion about 
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one, there will be confusion about the other. “‘Education for all’” is simple 
when you are merely giving boys and girls of similar backgrounds certain 
basic skills for life in a rural community. It becomes much more dif- 
ficult when you must educate children of varying backgrounds for 
careers anywhere in the country, in any field of activity. We have had 
to learn, and we are still learning, that education for all does not mean 
the same education. The minds of children develop at different ages, 
they have different personalities, different capacities and objectives. The 
curriculum and the teaching have to be sufficiently flexible to meet 
the needs of the bright, average, and the poor student; to serve those 
who will enter the professions, those who will be skilled workers, and 
those who will be unskilled. So, education becomes more elaborate in 
order to keep pace with the times. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the principal 
and teachers, pupils and parents, the School Board and the patrons of our 
schools for their understanding and cooperation.

Voted favorably on the motion of Alphonse A. Despres 
that the district raise and appropriate the sum of $233,512.00 for the 
support of schools, for the payment of salaries of school district officials 
and agents and for the payment of .the statutory obligations of the 
district. 


Article 6. Voted favorably on the motion of Alden J. Beaure- 
gard that we grant the school board the privilege as embraced under 
Article 6. 


Article 7.. Voted favorably on the motion of Alphonse A. Despres 
that the District authorize the school board to spend the income received 
from investing balances in the School Building Account in short term 
notes for the purpose of furnishing the high school with equipment of a 
lasting character in accordance with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire. 


Article 8. Voted favorably on the motion of Alphonse A. Despres 
that the District authorize the school board to issue a quit claim deed 
to Sherman Lovering covering a piece of land adjacent to his property, 
said piece of land not to exceed seven feet by sixty feet (7’ x 60’), for 
the purpose of adjusting boundary lines. 


Article 9. Voted favorably on the motion of Oliver F. Derby 
that the Clerk of the District be instructed to write a letter of thanks 
to Mrs. E. Floy Pierce and Mrs. Marie Frechette for having served the 
District as ballot clerks continuously since the District started using 
the nonpartisan ballot system in 1959.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
DISTRICT CHIEF 


Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the thousands of 
vacationists that visit us every year love the State for the variegated 
woodlands that encircle our clean lakes and clothe the hills and moun- 
tains. Most of us appreciate these values, but still there were enough 
careless people among us to cause over 880 grass and woodland 
fires to start in 1965. True this was a much dryer than normal year but 
this should have meant the use of extra care. Fortunately the fire 
fighting forces have held the line against such careless acts. It is up to 
each one of us to be ever mindful that a spark of flame is a potential 
fire. 


WE MUST ALL BE CAREFUL: 
1. To teach our children the danger in lighting matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car or 
while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. 
If you must burn rubbish or brush. 
a. Always get a permit to burn from the warden. 
b. Start your fire late in the day after 5:00 P.M. 
c. If burning a field or brush have equipment and adequate 
help on hand. The heat from your fire creates its own 
draft to spread fire. 


Our carelessness with fire is costing our State and Towns thou- 
sands of wasted dollars in suppression and hundreds of acres of 
destroyed woodlands. Yours never to enjoy.
